Plan To Test 


New Missile; 


Jupiter Fails 


C APE CANAVERAL, Fla. (U P) 
—S ou rces at the gov ern m en t's top 
secret missile cen te r indicated a 
slender V anguard missile m ay be 
triggered off in a test run so m e­ 
tim e today. The A rm y ’s big Ju p i­ 
ter missile failed to fire in another 
test last night. 


The V anguard is a prototype of 
the one scientists hope to use “o 
shoot a U.S. satellite into a round- 
the-world orbit. T here was no in­ 
dication when It m ight be trig ­ 
gered from its launching site. 


The Ju piter, conceded to be the 
m ost advanced missile in the U.S. 
rocket arsenal, app arently 
failed 
to lire properly, observers near 
the top secret base reported. 
No explanation was offered by 
official spokesm en. 
O bservers said the big rocket 
never got off the ground and that 
its full power was never unleashed 
The Jupiter-C is the s a m e rocket 
that soared 3.600 miles over the 
Atlantic this spring, the farthest 
any 
ballistic 
missile 
has 
been 
fired. It is designated as an inter­ 
m ediate ran g e ballistic missile. 
The projected test, 
third in a 
series of seven before a scheduled 
atte m p t is m a d e in M arch to put 
up the U nited S tales’ version of 
R ussia's Sputnik, was planned to 
test the first stage engine of the 
three-stage rocket. 
A report on the possible firing 
of the V anguard F riday had fil­ 
tered down from sources in W ash­ 
ington but for som e reason, 
d e ­ 
spite the activity, the firing never 
cam e off.
